1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
8/28/2008 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 
inventions directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-13 
been cancelled. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 14-18 are allowed. Claims 1-13 have been cancelled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a configurable 
clock generator to generate a clock signal having a configurable clock frequency, the 
configurable clock generator having an oscillator, a phase locked loop coupled to the 
oscillator, and a configurable frequency divider coupled to the phase locked loop; a 
sinusoid generator coupled to a plurality of electrodes of a touch screen and coupled to 
the configurable clock generator, the first sinusoid generator adapted to generate a 
sinusoidal signal having a frequency based on the clock frequency; a plurality of

sensors coupled to the plurality of electrodes to generate sensed signals indicative of 
signals flowing from each electrode of the plurality of electrodes; and generate based on 
the first and second sinusoidal signals, modified sensed signals indicative of signals 
flowing from each electrode of the plurality of electrodes as modified by the first and 
second sinusoidal signals; a filter and amplitude calculator unit coupled to the plurality 
of sensors, the unit including a low pass filter adapted to pass only lower frequencies of 
the modified sensed signals below a cut off frequency and an amplitude calculator 
adapted to calculate amplitudes of the modified sensed signals based on the passed 
lower frequencies, in combination with the other elements (or steps) of the apparatus 
and method recited in the claims.
